of military discipline resulting from | 
the use of intoxicants by men in the: 
sen-ice, appears to 1)0 fully borne out 
"by the records of the paymaster gen- 
•eral's oflce. 


"These records show that the pay- 


masters of the army collected from 
75,000 enlisted men (regulars) during 
the last year in which the canteen was 
In force, on account of the soldiers' 
dues fines and 
forfeitures, $462.698, 


while during the fiscal year 1902, since 
the abolishment of the canteen, there 
was collected 
by 
paymasters from 


about 70.000 enlisted men (regulars) 
•on the same account $032,125. 


"The tact, therefore, appears indis- 


putable by the figures cited that the 
fine and forfeitures Imposed upon and 
•collected from tjie enlisted men oC the 
army were vastly increased during the 
year subsequent to the abolishment of 
the canteen, which Increase cannot be

Musham in declaring that the building 
was a veritable trap and never should 
have been used for hotel 
purposes. 


Chief Musham declared that there was 
such wide cracks in the floor that the 
smoke poured through Uie buildings tn 
clouds, rendering 
escape extremely 


•difficult for those on the upper floors. 


There was no fire escape on the 


•front of the building:, although one was 
In process of construction. The scaf- 
folding was up and from It dangled 
several ropes, down which a number 
of people slid to the pavement after 
•all escape by the stairway had b*en 
cutoff.
